On tho following diy (he division took 
up its march for Kentucky ar.d rcictied 
Sand Shoals Ford on the Cumberland 
just before dark. The object ol 
xpadition was the destruction of 
the L lUisville and Nashville Railroad 
n rear of ijen. Rosecran's army then 
.tationcd at Nashville. On the 24lh 
Hie column reached Glasgow and on 
morning marched out by the 
Louisville pike, crossing Green River 
liiat night and camping at Hammonds- 
ville. Turning toward the railroad 
the bridge at Bacon creek guarded by 
bout 150 men was captured and burn- 
L The stockade at Noliu was cap- 
jred and the bridge burned. 
On Die.mber 27th the division 



division crossed the Cumberland to 
embark upon a:, expedition which 
ended in its destruction as a mllitarr 
organization. Twelve miles north, at 
Marrowbone, lay Gen Judah's cavalry 
ostensibly nuarding the crossing but 
in reality trusting to tbe high waten 
at this time to prevent 
getting over,

by a regiment of 600 men. Col. Smith 
the commander's answer to Morgan's 
demand for surrender, that it was the 
business of a United States officer to 
light and not to surrender, but his 
lenwereof a different opinion. After 
brisk fight for a few minutes the 
garrison surrendered and handed ever 
600 line rifles to the victorious confed- 
erates. The two great trestle works 
at Muidow's Hill each 80 feet in height 
and 500 feet long. Cane Run bridge 
bridges on the Lebanon 
branch were destroyed. 

In tbe meantime Harlan's brigade 
was marching thirty miles a day to 
reach the Confederates. 
On the night of the 28th Morgan 
□camped on the south bank of the 
Rolling Fork, and early next morning 
commenced crossing the stream, when 
snell burst in the ranks and Harlan's 
advance appeared on the hill above 
them. In the crossing that was soon 
effected several horses were kill- 
ed by shells bursting among them, and 
the force was a goad deal disorganized, 
but was concentrated at Bardstown on 
the some evening. Col. Ouke, having 
been wounded by a bursting shell, tbe 
command devolved upon Col. Breck- 
inridge, who brought off the command 
with little loss. The concentration of 
eroops in his front at Lebanon or.

there was nothing at any 
place to justify the capture Morgan 
repaired leisurely from the State cross- 
ing the Cumberland and joining 
Bragg's army at Tallahoma, Tenn. 

Here Morgan's division, with those 
of Gen's WhartcRr*iehjMarton consti- 
tuted the cavalry corpse immaoded by 
Gen. Wheeler. On January 2 1th, 1862, 
the Second Kentucky lost its com- 
mander, Col. Hutcherson, in a skirm- 
ish near Woodburg, and Capt. John B. 
Castleiuin assumed command of the 
regiment. The three months follow-

night about twelve miles on the road 
to Columbia, and early next morning 
pushed on to the town where a detacb- 
it of Wolford's cavalry was posted, 
re itoutand passing through pass- 
ed six miles be) oud.

When we came in sight of 
the fort we could not see a man but 
smoke was gushing at the post 
holes along the fort, Tbe artillery 
brought forward but in attempt- 
ing to plant it in range with the forte 
four men were killed and 7 wounded, 
Morgan sent two regiments to cross 
river and gain possessson of the 
bridge in Col. Moore's rear, then send 
demand for the surrender of the 
garrison. Col. Moore's reply was "The 
4th of July is a bad day for surrenders. " 
The only response to this greeting was 
of course a charge which was made by 
two regiments. The first rush carried 
len into the tangled tree tops 
where they could see the fort but no 
Micblgander in sight. Col. Cbenault 
and Maj.Crents were killed together 
with fifteen men and twice that num- 



Finding that the capture of the po 
sition would cost him as many men as 
ahe garrison numbered. [Morgan 
withdrew and crossing the river lower 
down left his wounded to be cared for 
by his brove antagonist, of whom 
Duke says ' he proved himself as 
humane as he was skillful and gallant." 
Let me say here that I have it from a 
citizen of that neighborhood who is 
good authority, that Col. Moore would 
have surrendered in ten minutes loug- 
I Morgan had remained. The 
soldiers, he said, informed him that 
Col. Moore was ringiog his bands and 
crying and had lost control of himself 
and would have given up in a- short 
time. The man is living near Glees- 
fork, this county, at this writing. 

The column moved tbrough Camp- 
bellsville without baiting, aud encamp 
ed five miles from Lsbauoo, which was 
garrisoned by iheTweutietb Kentucky 
Inlantry under command of Oil.
